WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP)— 
The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee swung its economy ax at 
the Department of Agriculture to- 
day, recommending a 32 per cent 
budget cut, 

In sendi to the House floor 
an $805,143,576 bill to finance the 
department for the year starting 
July 1, the committee cut $383,- 
427,742 from President Truman's 
budget estimates. 

The amount approved is $468,- 
542,475 less than the department 
had to spend this year. It includes 
$225,000,000 in loan authorizations 
and $10,429,710 in permanent ap- 
propriations. |

Twenty-two Byron (III.) school

The driver, James Rafferty, 21 
years old, of Belvidere, III., 
hospitalized with second degree 
burns.

boat trip to -Holland, Mich., 
reached Chicago, a heating sys- 
tem pipe burst. Hot water poured 
out, showering the young pas- 
sengers. 
Quickly, Lafferty halted the bus 
aud jumped up to stand in front 
of the break. With the water 
pouring down on him, he calmly 
ordered the boys and giris to 
leave the biis in orderly fashion. 

The flow stopped, and Rafferty 
continued the trip. Only when 
he had delivered the children to 
the pier and the bus to a garage 
for repairs did he complain of 
the pain.

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP)— 
Carl A. Marzani, Italian-born for- 
mer State Department employe, 
was convicted yesterday on all 11 
counts of an indictment accusing 

him of concealing Communist 
party affiliations in a federal loy- 
alty test. 

Maximum sentence for the of- 
fense would be 110 years in prison 
and $110,000 in fines. Each count 
of the indictment carries a pos- 
sible maximum ‘penalty of 10 
years imprisonment and $10,000 


was fine. 


A United States District Court 
jury of nine Negroes and three 
white persons deliberated two 
hours and 10 minutes in reaching 
its verdict, 

Marzani is 35 years old, He 
had testified that he was a, Wil- 
liams College Phi Beta Kappa and 
a graduate of Oxford University, 
England. He stood in tight-lipped 
silence as the foreman recited the 
word “Guilty” 11 times for each 
count. 

Judge Richmond B. Keech re- 
leased Marzani on $2500 bond 
pending sentence.

Boonville Publisher Takes 
Office Succeeding the

JEFFERSON CITY, May 23— 
Edgar C. Nelson of Boonville, a 
Democrat, was appointed by Gov. 
Donnelly today as Secretary of 
State of Missouri, for the unex- 
pired term of the late Wilson Bell 
of Jefferson City and Potosi, also 
a’ Democrat, who died here last 


Tuesday. 
Nelson, 63 years old, a former 


member and chairman of the 
State Workmen’s Compensation 
Commission, took charge of the 
office today. He will serve until 
the second Monday in January 
1949. 

Gov. Donnelly said Nelson was 
not an applicant for the appoint- 
ment and that he had requested 
Nelson to take it. 

He ‘said. Nelson would not be a 
candidate to succeed himself in 
the 1948 election. In this connec- 
tion Donnelly said he did not 
want a situation to arise where 
it might be said that he was 
sponsoring a candidate for the of- 
fice in 1948, or where it might be 
said that his appointee was using 
the office as a means of running 
for election. 

Nelson has been a newspaper 
publisher for 40 years. He for- 


merly owned or held an interest; 


in newspapers in Boonville, Mar- 
shall and Lebanon, and now owns 
two weekly newspapers published 
at Brookfield, Mo. They are the 
Blade and Messenger, and the 
Linn County News. 

He was chairman of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Commission, 
which handles claims of injured 
workmen involving workmen's 
compensation insurance, from 
1933 until 1944 and was a member 
from 1944 until 1945. 

Nelson was out of the commis- 
sion temporarily in the adminis- 


tration of former Gov. Forrest C.

GENEVA, May 23 (AP) — The 
ll-nation Balkans investigating 
commission today held Yugoslavia 
primarily to blame for support of 
guerrilla warfare in Greece, The 
commission sent a formal report 
United Nations Security 
Council recommending that the 


U.N. condemn as a threat to world 
peace the support of armed bands 
violating Balkan frontiers. 

The section of the report critical 
of Yugoslavia said Albania and 
Bulgaria were blameworthy to a 
lesser degree in supporting the 

uerrillas, and that conditions in 

reece were a.contributing factor. 
The vote on this section was 8 to 
2, with Russia and Poland lined 
up against the United States, 
Britain, China, Belgium, Austra- 
lia, Colombia, B and Syria.

Liaison officers of Greece's 
neighbors recently told the com- 
mission their governments would 
not guarantee that the stand-in 
subsidiary commission now in 
Greece would be permitted to 
cross their frontiers. 

Recommendation on Refugees. 
The majority report said it 
recognized the physical impossi- 
bility of controlling the flow of 
refugees across frontiers. It urged, 
however, that the Security Council 
recommend that the governments 
concerned study the practicability 
of concluding agreements for the 

voluntary transfer of minorities. 

The report said the commission 
believed political refugees and 
those who fled their countries in 
panic were “a serious contributing 
factor to the present situation,” 
and that “propaganda has served 
to inflame passions which already 
are too high.”

“I feel it would be better for my 
bones,” he told an official, after 
reporting on the beating he got. 
The defendants themselves were 
abroad yesterday with triumphant 
smiles on their faces. Several of 
them went back to their hacking 
jobs, some members of ihe visit- 
ing press have found themselves 
riding in what was known in the 
trial as “No, 5 cab,” the one that

Judge Lenient Because

WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP)— 
Kenneth Romney, former House 
sergeant-at-arms, was sentenced 
today to serve from one to three 
years in federal prison on a charge 
of concealing a $143,863 shortage 
in his office accounts. 

The defense announced it would 
take the case to the United States 
Court of Appeals. Romney was 
permitted to remain free on $2500 
bond. 5 

Maximum penalty on the 
charges of which Romney was 
convicted could have ranged up 
to 30 years in prison and a $30,000 
fine. 

The sentence was imposed in 


United States District Court by 
Justice Alexander Holtzoff who 
said he was dealing leniently de- 
cause the shortage occurred’ a 
great many years ago and fwo 
other people who apparently had 
some part in it are beyond the 


aw. 

Judge Holtzoff referred to for- 
mer Representative John H. Snrith- 
wick (Dem.), Florida, 72, who now 
lives in Georgia. 

He said the evidence indicated 
some checks that Romney had 
cashed for Smithwick had never 
been paid and they apparently 
represented a good portion of the 
shortage. The court said the stgt- 
ute of limitations prevented Smith- 
wick from being accused. 

Romney apperently wasn the 
“tool” of Smithwick in so far as’ 
part of the shortgge is concerned, 
the Judge said. He mentioned 
also that the statute of limita- 
tions prevents the filing of any 
charges against Frank J. Maho- 
ney, former employe of the House 
of Representatives who now is.in 
Honolulu. 

Judge Holtzoff said complete

He Addresses Street Rally After University 
Refuses to Let Him Use Theater—Says 
Stassen Has Chance for G.O.P. Nomination. 


BERKELEY, Calif., May 23 
(UP)—Henry A. Wallace believes 
Harold Stassen, former Minnesota 
governor, has a chance to win the 
Republican nomination for Presi- 
dent because “he has come as far 
toward my program as he dared.” 


Commenting on the Republican 
presidential aspirant’s statements 
Wednesday, Wallace told 6000 Uni- 
versity of California students yes- 
terday that Stassen advocated a 
policy similar to his own. He 
spoke for 40 minutes, 

The students skipped classes 
and missed lunch, sweltering in a 
hot sun, as they waited more than 
an hour for Wallace to appear at 
a street rally on the edge of the 
Berkeley campus, University au- 
thorities had refused to authorize 
the use of the Greek Theater for 
his talk 

Laughter greeted his opening 
remark, thanking Berkeley “for 
the use of your sidewalk.” 
Wallace said he was “surprised 
and pleased that Stassen has come 
as far toward my program as he 
dared.” 

“I stin think he has some 
chance of winning the Republican 
nomination for President,” Wal- 
lace’ said. He did not think Stas- 
sen's plan to apportion 10 per cent 
of America’s production, goods 
and services to build up living 
standards around the World would 
work, 

Wallace urges adoption of a 
plan similar only in intent. He 
believes the United States should 
use one quarter of its annual sav- 
ings of 28 billion dollars for use 
in stabilizing world economy. 

He said the Stassen plan was 
unworkable because “he wants us 
to administer it, under the bles» 
ing of the United Nations, and he 


would apply it only to the ‘good 
little boys’ who do as we say.” 
He added: | 


“The — European people 
who have come into the posses- 
sion of their souls with such dif- 
ficulty since the war won’t accept 
this very long under such terms, 
They won't sell out that cheaply. 


“Stassen’s world is not one 
world, but really two worlds—the 
American empire and the Russiah 
empire. 


“That means war, and that is 
all it does mean.” 


Wallace charged that loans to 
Greece and Turkey under the Tru- 
man doctrine will sabotage the 
United Nations. 
“By attempting to buy what we 
want throughout the world 
through relief, the United States 
is attempting to throw its weight 
around,” he said, “but it won't get 
away with it. 

“The nations we're trying to buy 
won't stay bought.” 

Wallace listed three kinds of 
political faiths for which he 
voiced hope of success. 

“I want Russia to make a tre- 
mendous success of Communism 
in Russia,” he said. “I want, 
further, the fairest type of social 
democracy to make a tremendous 
success in Western Europe. And 
I want to see us make a tremen- 
dous success of capitalistic democ- 
racy in the United States.” 

He said he would like to meet 
with members of the Politburo— 


Russia's top policy-making group 


—face to face as an individual, 
“to show them it is to the welfare 
of Russia that the United States 
make a success of capitalistic de- 
mocracy.” 

Wallace was in Seattle today for 
the first of a series of speeches in 
Washington state,

Two other precinct committee- 
men, not on the payroll, did a nice 
business for the year, selling gas- 
aline, oil and tires to the levee 
district for its motor vehicles. Ed- 
gar J. Mathews, chairman of the 
County Board of Supervisors and 
precinct 22 committeeman, colect- 
ed $3709 for motor fuel and sup- 
plies purchased by the levee dis- 
trict. A fellow committeeman, 
Clifford Flood, who operates Cliff 
Flood’s Auto Service, sold $1190 
worth of gasoline, oil and supplies 
to the levee district. 

Insurance bought by the levee 
district, covering its vehicles and 
pumping stations, was sold by two 
agents, the report reveals. One 
was Stephen Maeras, Mayor of 
Madison and treasurer of the levee 
district since last December at a 
salary of $166 a month. Maeras’s 
firm, Fijan & Maéras, collected 
$2515 in premiums during the pe- 
riod of the report. The other 
favored insurance man was Wil- 
liam H. Hormberg, brother-in-law 
of Dan McGlynn Jr., Republican 
boss, who, through t®e peculiari- 
ties of county politics, controls the 
Democratic levee district. Horm- 
berg collected one premium of $838 
for insurance on the north pump- 
ing station, and two other pre- 
miums, for $69 and $15, for a total 
of $922 in the year. 

The levee district’s auditing is 
kept in the political family, too, 
being the 1 plum ot 
Bert H. Allison, who was city audi- 
tor for East St. uis until his 
recent election as St. Clair County 
Probate Clerk. The report, for 


which Allison does the bookkeep- 
ing, shows that Allison receives 
$100 a month for preparing the 
monthly budget. The report shows 
further that Allison’s auditing 
firm, Medsinger & Allison, was 
paid $650 for auditing services in 
connection with ordinances and in

A. English, mother of Police Com- 
missioner English. The report 
shows that Mrs. English increased 
the rent $25 a month, to $175, 
early this year, Another relative 
of Commissioner English paid by 
the levee district is Dr. John C 
Soucy, brother-in-law. Dr, Soucy 
was paid $350 last November for 
treating an injured employe. He 
collected several smaller fees for 
other treatments. 

Three veteran East Side con- 
tractors got all the levee district 
jobs let last year, the report 
sffiows. Moore Bros., Inc., led the 
list, being paid $181,750 for work 
listed in the report. The H. H. 
Hall Co. was paid $88,300 in the 
same period, and Keeley Bros, 
Contracting Co. collected $22,255. 
Bids are advertised and awarded 
at public lettings, but seemingly 
there were no other low bidders. 
Jobs listed in the report by proj- 
ect number: included redredging 
of drainage ditches and levee and 
bridge construction. It was this 
phase of the report that Judge 
Dreman asked the trustees to 
clarify. 

Outside Engineers Paid. 

Although the levee district has 
its own engineering staff, with a 
payroll of about $2400 a month, 
the firm of Horner & Shifrin, con- 
sulting engineers of St. Louis, 
was paid $22,875 for services to 
the district in the period of the 
report. Hyman Shifrin said his 
firm was paid for carrying out 
design and performing detail engi- 
neering for levee district projects, 
which were supervised by the dis- 
trict’s engineers. He explained 
that the district engineering staff 
is not organized for detail work. 

The district's engineering sec- 
tion is headed by S. H. Kernan, a 
former trustee for the district and 
former clerk of the East St. Louis 
Board of Election Commissioners. 
His salary is $383 a month. The 
field engineer is Robert Herbst, 
who is paid $222. Precinct commit- 
teemen Richard Drennan and 
Earle Campbell are members of 
the engineering staff, Drennan be- 
ing listed as a rodman at $153 a 
month and Campbell as a chain- 
man at $139.

MOB SEIZES NEGRO 
IN JAIL; SHERIF 
FEARS LYNGHING 


North Carolina Governor 
Orders State Agents to 
Scene—‘Will Not Con- 
done’ Violence. 


JACKSON, N. C., May 23 (AP) 
—Sheriff A. C. Stephenson of 
Northampton county said today 
Godwin (Buddy) Bush, 24-year- 
old Negro, was taken from the 
county jail here at 2 am. by a 
group of masked, armed men, 

The Negro was being eld in 
the jail on a charge of attempted 
rape. The sheriff said: “I am 
afraid that a lynching has taken 
place.” 

The Negro was arrested after 
a young married white woman at 
Rieh Square, 12 miles from here, 
reported an attempt had been 
made to attack her as she was 
walking home about 10 p.m. 

No clue to Bush’s whereabouts 
has been discovered since he was 
taken away by the band of white 
men, the sheriff said, 

Jackson, county seat of North- 
ampton county in the northeast- 
ern part of North Carolina, is ap- 
proximately 400 miles from Green- 
ville, S. C., where a jury Wednes- 
day night acquitted 28 men ac- 
cused of lynching a Negro. 

Jailer E. W. Edwards gave the 
sheriff the following account of 
the seizure: 

“IT locked up my prisoners about 
9 oclock and went to bed. I heard 
a knock on my door and I an- 
swered it. A half dozen masked 
men, all armed with guns, met me. 

“They went through the jail and 
took this nigger. They told me 
that that was their price.” 

In Raleigh, Gov. R. Gregg Cherry 
ordered State Bureau of Investi- 
gation agents and highway pa- 
trolmen to the area. 

„J will not condone lynchings 
or play of this kind as long as I 
am Governor,” he declared. “I 
have instructed all of the state’s 
agencies to investigate this imme- 
diately, if there is any evidence 


„of foul play.” 


The News-Herald at nearby 
Murfreesboro quoted the jailer as 
saying that the masked men asked 
‘for the Negro and said: 

“Deliver him or else.” 

Edwards was quoted as saying 
he went to the rear of the two- 
story building, unlocking a cell 
and turning over the Negro to the 
men, who marched their captive 
into the street, where they were 
joined by a small group of men. 

The Negro was arrested last 
night by Patrolman Frank Out- 
land. 

The Herald-News said that the 
young woman, a stenographer for 
a’ motor company, was en route to 
a movie when she was chased by 
a Negro. High school boys heard 
her screams and went to her aid. 
They were quoted as identifying 
Bush after his capture some time 
later by Patrolman Outland. 

Outland brought the prisoner to 
the county jail shortly before last 
midnight. 

The Herald-News quoted Jailer 
Edwards as saying he could rec- 
ognize none of the masked men. 
He said they carried what ap- 
peared to be automatic pistols.

BILL PASSED 


COLLECTION 
BY ALDERMEN 


Appropriates $2,000,000 for Materials, La- 


bor, Vehicles, 


Garages—Temporary Dis- 


posal System Until Incinerators Are Built. 


: 

Beginning of the city’s $4,000,- 
000 rubbish collection and disposal 
program is provided for in a bill 
passed today by the Board of Al- 


dermen. 

The bill authorizes the Board 
of Public Service to let contracts, 
purchase materials and equipment, 
employ labor, pay wages and sal- 
aries, architectural and engineer- 
ing fees, and provide for acquisi- 
tion of automotive equipment and 
the building of garages and repair 
shops. The bill appropriates $2,- 
000,000 of 1946 bond funds. 

The second step will be the con- 
struction of incinerators, one of 
which is planned to be near City 
Workhouse, the other on city- 
owned land near Baden Water- 
works station. The garages and 
repair sheds are also to be on 
these locations. Pending the sec 
onc. part of the program, a tem- 
porary disposal method of sani- 
tary fill will be used.

In his ruling, Judge Maxwell) 
held also that Zerweck and his ase 
sociates had failed to prove thei 
contention that the indictment 
were based on evidence of wite 
nesses who were not competent, 
Judge Maxwell upheld the valide 
ity of the indictments ag to form. 
in the May hearing but took un-

The ruling today requires that 
the case be brought to trial but 
does not prevent Zerweck and hia 
associates from appealing the rul- 
ing on their motion to quash.

Soder- 
strom, whose tousled, graying hair, 
square jaws and deep set eyes 
make him look like a miniature 
edition of John L. Lewis, summed 
up labor’s position by saying: “We 
intend to hold every gain we've 
won.” 
Soderstrom recognized that dur- 
ing the war, unions developed a 
policy of urging members not to 
strike, But he insisted they must 
retain the right to strike, even if 
they do not exercise it. “Some- 
times,” he said, “provocation is so 
great that there are some things 
worse than strikes. There are 
times when even strikes in utili- 
ties are justifiable.’ 

For Voluntary Procedure, 
Reporting a labor union mem- 
bership of 1,400,000 in Illinois— 
AFL, GIO and railroad brother- 
hoods—Soderstrom expressed con-' 
fidence that no restrictive legisla- 
tion against labor would be passed. 
He believes, he sald, in voluntary 
procedure in which labor and 
management in utilities agree to 
arbitrate any contingency arising 
under the contract. But his em- 
phasis is on the voluntary aspect 
of the arrangement. 

Soderstrom maintained that em- 
ployers and employes in Illinois 


worked out methods of dealing 
with each other over the last 100 
years. He asserted that the Walsh- 
Knox-Birdwill bill would disturb 


that arrangement. It replaces the 
union contract and collective 
bargaining, he held. 

Labor, he said, prefers voluntary 
procedures with a strengthening 
of machinery to aid voluntary ne- 
gotiation. He explained that what 
he meant by this was more con- 
ciliators, mediators and arbitra- 
tors supplied by state and federal 
agencies. 

A bill introduced in the House 
by Representative Paul J. Ran- 
dolph, a Chicago Republican, to 
bar strikes in utilities was killed 
in the committee on industry and 
labor relations on May 7. Soder- 
strom said: “We have enough 
friends in the Legislature to kill 
this, kind of legislation.” 

In a brief reference to labor 
legislation in his message to the 
Legislature on Jan. 8, Gov. Green 
said: “I would earnestly caution 
the General Assembly against any 
hasty action that would retard the 
progress which has been made in 
our state.” It is generally agreed 
here that the. Governor's recom- 
mendation will continue to be 
heeded.

of these roads with state funds 
and the obtaining of these funds 
through an additional gasoline tax 
was worked out more than a year 
ago.

MILITARY MISSION 
~ REACHES TURKEY 
_ FROM AMERICA 


Gen. Oliver Plans Quick 
Start of Work to Aid 
Nation Under Truman 
Program. 


By EDWIN GREENWALD 

ANKARA, May 23 (AP)—A 
United States military mission 
which arrived here last night to 
help Turkey build up its outmoded 
Army with American funds got 
down to business without delay 
today. 

Maj. Gen. Lunsford E. Oliver, 
chief of the mission, conferred 
with United States Ambassador 
Edwin C. Wilson, who will super- 
vise the $100,000,000 assistance 


program in Turkey, and told re- 
porters: 

“We want to get to work as 
soon as possible. I expect we will 
be here two or three months and 
I want to go gut over the country 
and not just stay in Ankara. We 
want to see what the Army needs 
and co-operate with its staff.” 

The mission arrived here by 
plane from Frankfurt, Germany, 
only a few hours after President 
Truman signed the $400,000,000 
Greek-Turkish aid bill designed 
to halt the spread of Communism 
in the Balkans and the Middle 
East. 

A party of Army, Navy and Air 
Force officers headed by Gen. 
Rushdu Erdelhun, chief of the 
training departmen: of the Turkish 
general staff, greeted the United 
States mission. 

Most observers agreed that the 
mission’s first major task would 
be to reconcile reports to be sub- 
mitted by the Turkish general 
staff and by American military ex- 
perts already on the scene. The 
primary needs of the Turkish 
fighting force were believed to be 
military roads and airports. 

Also in prospect were standardi- 
zation of arms, training and of air 
and ground tactics. Turkish 
Army officers appeared this week 
in new uniforms closely resem- 
“bling those worn by American of- 
ficers.

No Agreement Except in 
Principle Reached on 
Scope of Advisory 
Agency, Clay Says.

BERLIN, May 25 (AP)—Gen. 
Lucius D, Clay said today that 
American and British officials still 
were working out details of a new 
economic advisory council in- 
tended to intensify and improve 
the operation of the economically- 
fused British-American zones. 

The American military governor 
told a press conference that the 
conferees, who have been meeting 
regularly, had agreed on the defi- 
nition of the duties of the present 
bi-zonal agencies for food, trans- 
port, finance, communications and 
agriculture. However, there still 
is no agreement, except in prin- 
ciple, on the functions of the pro- 
posed economic advisory council. 

The bi-zonal economic advisory 
council, Gen. Clay explained, will 
be “over and above” the existing 
bi-conal agencies and operate 
under the “direct control” of the 
British-American bipartite board. 

Clay emphasized that no steps 
were being taken toward political 
amalgamation of the British- 
American zones. 

Views on Food Crisis. 

Turning to the food crisis, he 
told reporters that the situation 
bad not improved since last week. 

“In fact,” he said, “our stock 
position is one-half week lower, 
so that we now have three and 
one-half weeks’ food stores in re- 
nerve. However, those stores won't 
go any lower and the situation 
will gradually improve.” 

Gen. Clay estimated that the 
German crop in the American zone 
this year would be approximately 
the same as last year because the 
winter-kill had offset the advan- 
tage of the extra_acreage planted 
this season. 

He also predicted that the food 
collections from American and 
British zone farmers will im- 
prove slightly the next two or 
three months, although there ad- 
mittedly is not much to collect.” 

Delivery of Bavarian livesock 
“recently has been satisfactory, 
although it was not so before,” 
Clay said. “Our difficulty now is 
getting enough refrigerator cars 
for the deliveries.” 

Export Contracts Signed. 

Contracts for the exporting of 
$3,697,005 of German factory prod- 
ucts were signed yesterday by of- 
ficials of the Joint Export-Import 
Agency for the American zone 
state of Wuerttemberg-Baden. 

The signing marked progress in 
the current drive to increase Ger- 
man exports as a means of lift- 
ing Germany toward a self-sup- 
porting basis.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 23—A 
major part of the comprehensive 
legislation program for moderni- 
zation of state eleemosynary hos- 
pitals cleared the General Assem- 
bly last night on the eve of ad- 
journment and was sent to the 
Governor. 

Twelve bills, out of the original 
series of 17 House- Approved meas- 
ures, were passed by the Senate 


to assure adoption, with one ex- 
ception, of the major recommenda- 
tions of a special House investi- 
gating committee for the improve- 
ment of facilities, man ent 
and care of patients of the insti- 
tutions? 

One of the bills appropriates $5,- 
619,569 for the construction of 
urgently needed buildings, repair 
of existing structures and pur- 
chase of modern equipment at the 
seven state hospitals. 

Screening Provided. 

Another is designed to relieve 
overcrowded conditions, caused by 
about 3000 senile “custodial care”. 
patients in state institutions who 
do not need hospitalization. The 
bill provides that after Jan. 1, 1949, 
all patients committed by counties 

shall be screened to determine if 
they are in need of treatment. 

If it is found that a patient can 
be cared for adequately in a coun- 
ty home or by relatives, under or- 
dinary home care methods, the fee 
charged to the counties for care 
of the patients will be increased 
from $6 a month, the present rate, 
to $20. The bill originally pro- 
posed a charge of $30 a month for 
such patients, but the Senate cut 
it on the plea the higher charge 
might work a hardship on the 
counties. 

The bill is intended to discour- 
tge counties from indiscriminately | 
committing aged persons for care 

in state institutions, largely at 

state expense, and to make avail- 
able needed beds for mental pa- 
tients requiring full hospitaliza- 
tion. There is a waiting list . of 
more than 1000 mental patients 
ai who cannot be admited tto state 
institutions because of the lack of

WASHINGTON, May 23 (UP)—

work is the subject of an under- 
cover inter-agency controversy 
which may yet get an airing in 
Congress. | 

The crux of the controversy is 


Group is headed by a director who 
is a non-voting member of NIA.

In addition to ordering the Army 
to cease its politica] intelligence 
work, it directed the FBI to stop 
similar activities in the Americas.

activities to co-ordinating data 
gathered by other agencies. If 
the CIG should engage in opera- 
tions of its own, the House report 
said, “it could not help but em- 
phasize cut-throat competition in 
a field in which the description 
is more than a figure of speech.” 

Among Congressmen concerned 
over lagging United States intelli- 
gence work is Representative 
Dewey Short (Rep.), Missouri. He 
said American intelligence is “far 
behind that of Great Britain and 
Russia.” He said he was confi- 
dent, however, that unification of 
the armed forces would settle the 
issue.

WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP)— 
Roy B. White, president of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, ac- 
cused Robert R. Young today of 
making “false” and “unwarranted” 
statements concerning the reor- 
ganization’ of the B. & O.

“The simple truth and fact is 
that the B. & O. has never been 
declared a bankrupt and its ad- 
justment plan under the McLaugh- 
lin act is not a proceeding in 
bankruptcy,” White testified. 

Denies Loss By Creditors, 

“Contrary to Mr. Young’s un- 
warranted statement that all our 
‘creditors have been ‘reorganized 
out,’ not a single creditor or stock- 
holder has suffered any diminu- 
tion in his claim or financial in- 
terest in the company or have 
they suffered the loss of one cent 
in interest.”

Kerschbaumer, Pittsburgh Pa 
broker who has told the commit- 
tee he was promised 248,000 tons 
of steel by the Firth-Sterling Steel 
Co., Pittsburgh, which was never 
delivered. 

Margiotti told Senator Martin 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, subcommit- 
tee chairman, that a “man named 
Karp” had told Kerschbaumer 
that the “gray market” price of 
steel had an “override” of $62.50 a 
ton for “the executives of five 
big steel companies.” 

The normal market price of 
steel is $75 to $80 a ton. The com- 
mittee has heard testimony that it 
sold for as much as $250 a ton 
on the “gray market.” 

Margiotti said Karp told Kersch- 
baumer he had an arrangement 
with the Bank of Manhattan in 
New York to act as trustee for the 
stockholders of the steel firms. 
He did not name the firms. 

Margiotti said the total “over- 
ride“ — amounting to an  over- 
charge—would have totaled ap- 
proximately $18,000,000 on Kersch- 
baumer’s 248,000-ton order which 
never came through. He used the 
$18,000,000 figure although $62.50 
a ton on 248,000 tons would total 
$16,500,000, 

The name of Herbert M. Karp, 
New York attorney, has been 
mentioned by previous witnesses 
as a representative of certain 
22 alleged to be involved 
in trying to purchase scarce steel. 

Today Perey Nagel, a Chilean 
who represents Chilean and Argen- 
tine firms in this. country, said 
Karp had offered to sell him 195,- 
000 tons of steel yesterday in Chi- 
cago. Nagel spoke through an 
interpreter. 

He said he had signed a con- 
tract with Karp for delivery of 
the steel over a three-year period. 
The price was to be the mill price 
pis $27 a ton the first year and 
$17 extra in 1948 and 1949. 

Nagel said something in Span- 
ish and the interpreter quoted: 
“He charges what he calls an en- 
gineering fee.” 

Nagel said the steel would re- 
quire an export license to ship to 
South America.

Gaston DuBois Says Ger- 
many Must Be Allowed 
io Develop Trade Un- 

der Control. 


Germany, in order to resume 
a “healthy” industrial life, must 
be allowed to communicate with 
customers and suppliers in the 
surrounding countries and to re- 
orient itself commercially along 
liens still to be defined by the Al- 
lied powers, Gaston DuBois, a 
director for the Monsanto Chem- 
. Ieal Co., said last night. 


DuBois, speaking at the dinner 
at Hotel Jefferson of the St. Louis 
World Trade Week Conference, 
asserted the Germans are not 
being allowed to resume such an 
industrial life. 

“Two years after the war, the 
Germans do not know what in- 
dustrial resources they can de- 
pend on using, nor can they com- 
municate freely with customers 
and suppliers either by telephone, 
telegraph, or mail,” he said. 

DuBois, who spent six months 
recently in Germany as a chemi- 
eal consultant for the American 
Military Government in matters 
pertaining to reparations, com- 
bined this admittedly gloomy 
view of the present German in- 
Austrial scene, which he said 
must be remedied for the econom- 
ic good of the world, with charges 
of planiessness en the part of the 
Americans and rulthlessnesg on 
the part of the Russians. 

Effect on Germans. 

American Planlessness has 
- @aused first discouragement, then 
impatience, and, finally, the be- 
ginnings of resentment on the 
part of Germans, he said. “The 
Germans are beginning to wonder 
if the Americans know what they 
want and are competent to do it,” 
he said, 

“Even so, it is. my impression 
that Germans still feel the West- 
ern allies are the lesser of two 
evils. They are afraid of the 
Russians, and the many accounts 
I heard of the treatment of Ger- 
mans by Rusgians seem to con- 
firm a greater ruthlessness and 
calculated policy on the part of 
Russia to derive the greatest 
benefit from the occupation of 
Germany. 

We have missed the boat com- 
pletely on reparations in empha- 


sizing the acquiring of equipment 


as reparations rather than infor- 
mation regarding processes, manu- 
facturing methods, and know- 
how.“ 

He charged that American re- 
quirements were “unnecessarily 
severe” for the reduction by Ger- 
many of the manufacture of prod- 
ucts such as ingot steel, railway 
cars, magnesium and aluminum, 
and clothing, and other items. 

“If we consider that these cut- 
backs and percentages of produc- 
tion capacity apply to the rate of 
operation existing in 1936 and 
that sines then Germany had 
spent huge sums for the develop- 
ment industry, we can realize 
how sevére these measures are,” 
he said.

He urged that the British and

However, he said, the insurance 
company would not undertake to 
finance the project unless a zon- 
ing ordinance were changed to 
permit construction of the hospi- 
tal. The city had considered issu- 
ing a special permit. The area is 
zoned for single-family residences 
and now the Board of Aldermen 
is considering whether the area 
should be rezoned. 

The center would include, be- 
sides the hospital, an office build- 
ing and two apartments contain- 
ing 36 units for nurses and other 
employes. 

Mayor Tuckett said the medical 
foundation might be charged $7000 
a year for special services from 
the city, minus taxes which would 
be collected on the office building 
and the apartments. The hospital 
itself would be tax-free. Earlier 
the Mayor said he would drop 
his opposition to the proposed hos- 
pital if the city received $16,000 a 
year in taxes or payment in lieu 
of taxes, 

Petitions opposing the first site 
“or the hospital are being circu- 
lated in Brentwood. 


PORTAL PAY (LAW INVOKED 
IN OVERTIME SUIT DEFENSE 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 23 (AP) 
—The new portal-to-portal pay 
law was invoked in United States 
District Court yesterday in an 
overtime pay suit, and attorneys 
indicated it might furnish the 
first test of the constitutionality 
of the act signed last week by 
President Truman. The law out- 
laws portal-to-portal pay claims, 
and makes the outlawing pro- 
visions retroactive to apply to suits 
filed prior to its enactment. 

Validity of the retroactive pro- 

vision was challenged by counsel 
for waterfront warehousemen and 
longshoremen seeking approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 on night over- 
time pay on. ground the law did 
not cover the period involved in 
the suit. 
The portal-to-portal law was 
brought into the trial by Marvin 
C. Taylor, Department of Justice 
attorney assigned as special coun- 
sel to the case, who was granted 
permission by Judge Louis Good- 
man to amend the defense so as to 
apply the act to some portions of 
the case. Taylor did not state 
what phases of the law he intend- 
ed to invoke, but counsel for the 
plaintiffs immediately challenged 
validity of the retroactive pro- 
vision, 


MILE FRONT OF CRICKETS 
MOVING ON OREGON FARMS 


ORDNANCE, Ore., May 23 (AP) 
—The old Oregon Trail highway 
was red with crickets on a six- 
mile stretch west of here today 
as millions of the migrating in- 
sects moved closer to rich farm- 
lands, despite the efforts of farm- 
ers and seagulls. 

The seagulls, virtually unknown 
in this dry wheat country until 
they descended in large flocks yes- 
terday, were attacking the north- 
west flank of the crickets. 

Their numbers were insufficient 
yet, however, to halt the insects, 
| which also were being combatted 
by machines that spread poisoned 
mash along their 12-mile front and 
by frantic farmers who were even 
pouring oil into irrigation ditches 
in an attempt to stem the ad- 
vance. 

Roads were slippery as the 
crickets moved from sagebrush 
country to eat into fringe alfalfa 
fields, They now are only nine 
miles from one of the richest farm 
areas in eastern Oregon.

“If production 
abroad had reached similar 
heights no materials controls at 
all would be needed today.” 

It was noted that Truman 
dropped one item from the list of 
products subject to domestic con- 
trol—the drug streptomycin. The 
other items—tin and tin cans, 
cordage, animony, cinchona bark 
and quinine—now.are controlled 
by the Department of Commerce. 

In asking for im control 
over fats, oils and rice, Truman 
eaid that the food situation abroad 
“continues to be desperate.” It 
isnecessary, he added, that the 
American people “do not add to 
the hunger of other people by im- 
porting more than our agreed 
ghare of scarce foods.”

With Foreign Policy as Some in 
Washington Think, Says Shirer 
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Neither Are Citizens So Ignorant of Issues, 

Although One Error Is to Disregard Les- 
sons Taught in Two Wars About Germany 
and Its Potentialities.

T has long been my feeling that the people of our sprawling land, 
beset though they are by their own little problems, are not nearly 
‘so unconcerned with foreign policy nor so ignorant of its issues 
as some persons in Washington and many persons abroad seem to 


believe. Evidence that this is so 
“Lecturers on foreign affairs, 
some of them pretty dull fellows, 
report a lively interest in their 
subject. The questions put to 
‘them in Texas or Illinois are as 
intelligent, they say, as those 
posed in New York or Boston or 
the nation’s capital. Nor do Amer- 
jeans always heed the opinions of 
mewspapers or radio commenta- 
tors or even their statesmen in 
Washington on burning issues of 
foreign policy. : 

The moulders of opinion in our 
press and on the air, for instance, 
have been almost unanimous in 
backing the so-called Truman doc- 


trine as a means of improving our 
chances for peace. All the great 
weight of the White House, of 
the State Department and of the 
leaders of both parties in the Sen- 
ate has been thrown behind that 
conception. Yet the other day 
when at the close of a public de- 
bate on the issue, Town Hall of 
the Air asked its listeners to ex- 
press their own opinion as to 
whether they thought the Truman 
doctrine was leading to peace or 
war, 75 per cent of the 13,262 per- 
gons who took the trouble to an- 
swer said they thought the Presi- 
dent's new foreign policy was 
leading to war. a 5 
K . 

One of the most interesting 
samplings of informed American 
opinion on another vital issue— 
what to do with Germany—has 
just been made by the Council on 

reign Relations. Through its 

mmittee on Foreign Relations’ 
in 22 cities from Boston to Seattle 
it questioned, 530 community lead- 
ers on the subject. Did they ap- 
prove of the gentral aims of Unit- 
ed States policy in dealing with 
Germany? What did they think 
should be done to prevent the re- 
surgence of German aggression? 
Were they satisfied with the Pots- 
dam frontiers? What should be 
done about the Ruhr, reparations, 
cartels, level of industry and de- 
Nazification? 

Those questioned were typical 

leaders of their community and 
probably, as would be expected, 
somewhat on the “conservative” 
side. For example of the 530, 
some 34 per cent were business 
men, 21 per cent were lawyers, 18 
per cent educators, 9 per cent edi- 
tors and the remaining 18 per cent 
were engaged in other professions 
and occupations. Some trade un- 
fon officers were included so that 
the voice of labor could be heard. 
There do not appear to have been 
any farmers among the 530 per- 
sons questioned—a serious omis- 
Non. it seems to me. 
„On the whole, these representa- 
tive citizens of our nation’s cities 
show in their replies a grasp of 
the great issues involved in the 
German problem which will sur- 
prise many cynics who thought the 
American people were either ig- 
norant Or apathetic about what to 
ao with Germany. It they err in 
shine of their ideas—as I think 
they do—they have plenty of com- 
pany not only at home, but in 
Great Britain and Russia. 

„ Their Principal Error. 

Their principal error, it seems 
to me, is the very one being com- 
mitted by the Allied governments 
in Washington, London and Mos- 
cow and that is to ignore the 
lessons that two devastating Ger- 
man wars should have taught us. 
Today we are repeating almost all 
of the mistakes we made after 
the first German war and which 
led to the catastrophic results 
known to all. 

One of the questions submitted 
by the Council was: In your 
opinion, would a unified, prosper- 
ous Germany constitute a threat 
to future peace?” 

Sixty-two per cent answered 
with a No; 28 per cent with a Yes; 
10 per cent were uncertain. The 
majority, to be sure, felt some 
Destitation in stating their belief 
that a unified, prosperous Ger- 
many would not constitute a 
threat to the peace. Fo; example, 
one stated: “A democratically 
wnified Germany would not be a 
threat.” Another answered: “Not 
if Germany possessed a demo- 
cratic government and became a 
full-fledged voluntary member of 
the United Nations.”

They Fought Clean Water, T® 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The recently-revealed attempts to be- 
little and undermine the St. Louis 
smoke ordinance serve to remind those 
citizens whose memories go back to 
World's Fair days of similar attempts 
to prove that the clarification of the 
city water was injurious to public health 
and welfare. 

Prior to the World’s Fair of 1904 raw 
river water was piped directly to con- 
sumers. One fine day not long before 
the opening of the fair St. Louisans ex- 
perienced the thrill of seeing clear water 
flow from the taps, just in time to re- 
lieve the city of the humiliation of pro- 
viding liquid mud for its thousands of 
visitors. 

At that time, as newspaper files will 
show, purveyors of household filtering 
devices waged a publicity campaign de- 
signed to prove that the chemicals used 
in the sedimentation process would kill 
fish in aquariums and have dire effects 
upon human health. 

The interests behind the attack on the 
smoke ordinance have much the same 
motivation, and deserve the same con- 
tempt and the same ultimate oblivion 
that attended the earlier effort to upset 
a constructive and beneficent enterprise. 

The initial clarification of the water 
supply was not perfect, and it was not 
until several years later that the in- 
stéllation of a filtration plant gave us 
a truly sparkling water. 

Just so the initial smoke ordinance has 
not eompletely eliminated smoke, but 
the reason is that neighboring communi- 
ties have failed to adopt the effective 
control without which we shall continue 
to receive their smoke whenever the 
wind comes from their direction.

While Trade Is Shackled 


The importance of the International Trade 
Conference, which has been in session at Geneva 
since April 10, has been stated in superlative 
terms. Secretary Marshall says it will have a 
direct relation to the success of the United 
States’s peace efforts. 

The purpose of the representatives of 18 na- 
tions at Geneva is to increase the relative free- 
dom of world trade. Free trade—or as near it 
as is possible in an imperfect world—is an ob- 
jective that inspires men’s spirits and commands 
their support. The assertion of the Atlantic 
Charter that all nations should have equal ac- 
cess to trade and raw materials was enough to 
electrify and give hope to a considerable part of 
the world. 

Yet the Geneva conference meets six years 
later in a world atmosphere of hostility to trade 
freedom. The trend is heavily toward still fur- 
ther restriction of trade by mieans of state trad- 
ing, bilateral arrangements, barter, licensing of 
imports and exports, monopoly buying and trade 
blocs. 

France has adopted a “skyscraper” tariff sub- 
stantially higher than its prewar schedule, with 


the levy on tractors, for instance, increased from 


6 per cent to 70 per cent. It exercises a govern- 
ment monopoly on the purchase of many es- 
sentials. 

England has state trading and controls im- 
ports. It still operates the war-born dollar pool 
through which it absolutely controls all the 
United States dollars flowing into India, the 
Middle East and other Empire regions whose 
currencies are based on the pound sterling. 

Under the terms of the United States Joan, 
Britain promised to end the dollar pool and 
the Empire preferences system, and begin nego- 
tiation for payment of its blocked debt by next 
July 15. There are serious doubts that it will 
be able to carry out these commitments. England 
is being pushed by its internal economics toward 
controlled international trade. 

Argentina has virtually adopted state trading 
under Dictator Peron, and Russia, Portugal and 
Turkey already were state traders. Brazil has 
imposed import licenses on luxuries and non- 
essentials. Sweden has imposed a general pro- 
hibition on imports, with exceptions for Russia 
and some other European countries and—after 
protests—for the United States. 

Yugoslavia and Albania are completely closed 
to world trade by the trade monopoly of Russia, 
which also has monopolistic or restrictive trade 
pacts with Bulgaria, Finland, Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia. Indonesia is cut off from world trade 
by an economic blockade imposed by The Nether- 
lands. 

The United States itself, despite the reciprocal 
trade agreements, has high and rigid tariffs on 
all commodities seriously competing with do- 
mestic production. 

These restrictions, and others like them, 
merely repeat the mistakes the nations made in 
the 1930s. Then, the mistakes led to a war of 
trade and in not many years to a war of guns. 
Does anyone suppose they can lead to anything 
else this time? They can be averted by adop- 


_ tion of positive, dynamic ideas about commerce 


the idea, for one, that among the best assets 
that a nation can have are prosperous customers. 

That is the kind of dynamism in which the 
United States ds pre-eminently equipped — in 
everything except, so far, the will to do it—to 


_ take leadership. 


To the Tinikling 

The “Tinikling,” which involves two Filipinos 
dancing in and out of two long bamboo poles 
clacked together rhythmically, is one small part 
of the National Folk Festival here. It is hardly 
a major contribution to American folkways, but 
it is an appropriate creation by the same people 
who unwrapped their bolos for us on Bataan. 
As a dance it is unique, risky for the feet and 
very entertaining, and most of all it is real. 

So is the whole performance—from Scottish 
sword dancers to Indian war dancers to Ozark 
cloggers. Around it all is the good old square 
dance, in which any American of any origin 
can get involved if he wants to. All of it is 
real, and when Booth Campbell from Cane 
Creek sings “The Good Old Rebel,” it sounds 
nothing like the latest Roy Rogers. Obviously 
the recent recrudestence of “hillbilly” stuff on 
juke-box and radio is as kin to reality as current 
jazz is to a King Porter stomp. In fact, hillbilly 
has gone to Tin Pan Alley, as to an exit. 

But the real folkways remain, carefully culti- 
vated for 13 years by the National Folk Festival. 
The proceedings at Kiel Auditorium are an hon- 
est reminder of a varied national history which 
cannot, even now, be standardized and served 
in cans. The Tinikling is just a little sample, like 
a small chunk of ore still floating in the great 


melting pot. 
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Suppression Won’t Work 

Senate and House conferees are puzzling over 
whether to bar Communists and ex-Communists 
from office in trade unions, when there ought 
to be no puzzle at all. Under present circum- 
stances the only rational and democratic answer 
is to leave the Reds and ex-Reds to the mercy 
of the union members, 

Senator Taft wisely opposes the flat prohibi- 
tion against former Communists. Obviously it 
would be inane to reject from union office those 
men who learned to hate Communism at. first 
hand and actively renounced it. In many cases, 
they are a bulwark against further Red in- 
filtration. | 

As for present party members, however much 
Americans may despise this small group of 
Soviet-bemused zealots, we have not declared 
membership in the Communist party illegal. 
Neither. have we abandoned equality of legal 
rights for citizens of all creeds and beliefs. So 
how is it possible to discriminate summarily 
against one small party, and make its members 
second-class citizens? 

Senator Taft says he objects to trying to “reg- 
ulate the internal affairs of unions.” This view 
is hard to reconcile with an attempt to regulate 
union leadership, to subject unions to special 
surveillance and deprive working men of an un- 
restricted choice of leaders, Such class legisla- 
tion can only feed Communism, and drive its 


termites deeper into the wood. 
It is not * to act merely from hatred 


of Communism. There must be reason and & 
just regard for men’s rights as well. The demo- 
cratic way to deal with Communism is not sup- 
pression, but public enlightenment, When it. is 
displayed prominently, Communism will be dealt 
with by patriotic citizens. That is what many 
rank-and-file union members have undertaken 
lately, It is their business. They should succeed” 
in it. 
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Too Much Heat 


The exchange between the Missouri Federa- 
tion of Labor and Gov. Donnelly is the sort of 
thing that flares up in a time of increasing ten- 
sions in a controversial field. 

The Governor opposed and defeated a police- 
man’sgunion for St. Louis. He advocated legis- 
lation to eliminate strikes in public utilities and 
other legislation affecting labor. For this record 
the state organization heatedly describes 
him by resolution as “an outspoken enemy of 


labor.” 


The Governor answers in kind. His no less 
heated reply says that his labor leader critics 
“have not advocated a single constructive meas- 
ure in the interest of either labor or the pub- 
lic’—a sweeping statement which overlooks, for 
example, labor’s support of the minimum wage 
bill, certainly a measure in the public interest. 

The Post-Dispatch atrongly opposed the Gov- 
ernor on the police union issue; we applaud his 
desire to protect public services from work 


stoppage. 


In short, Gov. Donnelly has been both right 
and wrong, just as labor itself has been. Speech 
is free, and the state AFL and the Governor can 
denounce each other if they like, but it does not 
promote the best interests of Missouri as a 
whole for them to do so.

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A Little History 

For lack of positive support in the House, the 
road-wrecking Curry resolution has been put 
aside until January. By that time legislators 
will have had an opportunity to review some of 
the pertinent past. More than 25 years ago 
Missouri abandoned the idea of giving state aid 
to counties for road building. As Curtis A. Betts 
wrote from Jefferson City, “Little in the way 
of roads materialized when the money was han- 
dled locally.” 

The Curry proposal wad have reincarnated 
that era of wastefulness and would have written 
it into the Constitution. It would have appor- 
tioned a 14-cent gasoline tax increase among 
114 counties and 251 cities for road building. 
Instead of professional direction by the High- 
way Commission, there would have been a 
myriad of local agencies trying to build roads, 
competing for equipment and blowing money 
around with little "prospect for a co-ordinated 
road system. 

However much Missouri needs rural and ur- 
ban roads to supplement its highways, that was 
not the way to get them. Between now and 
January, rural legislators who supported the 
Curry resolution may recall a little history. 
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Good Work by Senator Utter 


As a former member of the St. Louis Board 
of Election Commissioners, State Senator George 
P. Utter knows the importance of the secret bal- 
lot. So it is no surprise that, as chairman of 
the Senate Elections Committee, he should have 
taken the lead in stopping the House-approved 
bill to eliminate secrecy of the ballot except in 
the election of national, state, city and county 
offices. As Senator Utter observed, any weak- 
ening of the secrecy regulations would open the 
way for the elimination of secrecy altogether. 
He did a good day’s work in protecting the bal- 
lot and for it he deserves a hand. 
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As to the Phone Bills 


Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. has advised 
its eustomers that manual subscribers will not 


— — 


be billed for the strike period, but that dial sub- 


scribers will be billed in full. That is certainly 
fair to manual subscribers, whose phones were 
virtually out of sérvice, but it is much less than 
fair to dial subscribers, whose use of the tele- 
phone was curtailed even though to a lesser 
degree. 

Dial subscribers were asked to avoid calling 
such exchanges as WYdown and REpublic. Ex- 
cept in emergencies, which they had to justify 
individually to the operators, they were denied 
access to the long-distance wires and to and 
from manual subscribers, They rectived less and 
lower-quality service than the company has con- 
tracted to provide under its standard rates—an 
inconvenience to everyone and a source of loss 
to those who transact business by telephone. 

Other businesses do not charge for merchan- 
dise not delivered. When they deliver only part 


of the goods ordered, they adjust the bills ac- 


cordingly. This general rule of private business 
applies with equal force to a public utility which 
enjoys monopoly status.

able percentage reductions on dial-phone bills 
except to public offices, newspapers and the few 
other persons and agencies whose traffic was 
considered essential and put through without 
argument or hindrance. 
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The House Balks 


The Missouri House of Representatives, which 
had given in to the Senate’s excessive scale of 
small-loan rates without even a token struggle, 
was evidently ashamed of its surrender when it 
took up the companion bill to regulate the in- 
dustry. The Senate had passed a bill that would 
let lenders get away, as they have in the past, 
with a form of report that conceals excessive 
profits. The House balked at that, wrote in by 
a 62-to-38 vote the Roos amendment to require 
fully informative reports, and then passed the 
amended bill by a whopping 125-to-2. 

It is no less unfortunate that the House yielded 
earlier on the interest-rate question. The sys- 
tem of checks and balances was partially sus- 
pended when that happened, because the House 
acted against what was obviously its better judg- 
ment—did not even extract a compromise from 
the Senate. Gov. Donnelly, we hope, will veto 
the interest bill and give the House a chance, 
after the recess, to exercise the new firmness 
it has shown on the regulatory bill.

Robertson bill to unify armed forces would provide no unification 
at all, editorial says; it is a hodgepodge of disintegration; measure 
would set up new autonomies “with a verbal link miscalled a co- 
ordinator”; urges Congress to go ahead with real merger legislation.

Any resemblance between the bill intro- 
duced by Senator Edward V. Robertson and 
the honest-to-goodness armed forces unifi- 
cation that the country needs is, as the say- 
ing goes, purely coincidental, Although the 
bill formally acknowledges the unchallenge- 
able fact that modern war is “total in char- 
acter,” it is painfully obvious that the les- 
son has not been learned. 


The thing that the Robertson triplifica- 
tion bill proposes as the most effective 
and economical structure which could be 
erected” can more accurately be described 
as an essay in disintegration. It is as if 
Senator Robertson had dumped all the dis- 
sident arguments he ceuld collect into the 
pot in order to brew up the most cumber- 
some and unmanageable jumble possible. 


What is Mr. Robertson’s solution for the 
lack of unity from which our defense has 


hitherto suffered? Simply to make three 
completely autonomous components of the 
Army, Navy and Air Forces, with a verbal 
link miscalled a co-ordinator. 


A Horse in Three Parts 


Mr. Robertson is distrustful of the unl- 
fying role given to a Secretary of National 
Defense as envisioned in the original mer- 
ger bill. Consequently, he would appoint 
a powerless Co-ordinator of National De- 
fense whe in effect would be reduced to 
the position of kibitzer. 


Nor is this all to the wondrous Robert- 
son concept of military organization for 
modern warfare. Under his bill; each of 
the defense establishments would consist 
of “a balanced force of land, air and sea 
components” adjudged necessary for its 
functions. In other words, the Army would 
have its Navy and Air Force, the Navy 
would have its Army, and s0 on. 

To dignify this sort of botch under the 
name of integration is sheer casuistry. The 
Robertson formula, it seems to us, is akin 


plan. 


to trying to make a horse run faster by 
dividing him into three pieces and then 
tying the jockey to the starting post. 


It is preposterous, furthermore, to think 
that such a scheme would promote econ- 
omy. Economy should not be the primary 
consideration in the merger, but, if it were, 
nothing short of wizardry would be re- 
quired to save money on the Robertson 
Instead of furthering economy, the 
measure appears almost deliberately de- 
signed to contribute to waste of both effort 
and money. 


Bell-Bottomed Tradition 


In our opinion, neither reform nor econ- 


,omy is in the thoughts of the Senator, only 


a method of backing the defenders of bell- 
bottomed tradition (exemplified by Gen. 
Vandegrift and one or two stalwarts of 
Navy aviation) by providing a smokescreen 
for them, 


We have already had too much of such 
delay—delay that is relegating future de- 
fense plans to a state of paralysis. Oppo- 
nents of the merger have had adequate 
time to register their objections. Top heads 
of the Army and Navy have supported it. 
This support has been buttressed by testi- 
mony of the civilian Secretaries of War and 
the Navy by eloquent letter of former 
Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson. 


Therefore, we hope that the Senate 
Armed Services Committee will make short 
shrift of the Robertson bill and will get on 
with the fundamental business at hand, 
which is to report out the unification bill 
for prompt action. 

If Mr. Robertsen wishes to parade his 
lack of comprehension of the vital issue 
before Congress, that is his privilege. But 
his blissful refusal to look at the military 
facts of life of the last decade should not 
be permitted to foist the same blunder 
upon Congress.

Who are better qualified to serve as 

anthologists of poetry than those who are 
themselves poets? Williams and Spender 
have this excellent qualification. Spender’s 
is the smaller of the two collections and 
caters to people of more recondite taste, 
but both are admirable. 

Though they have inevitably mined some 
of the same ore—Blake, Wordsworth, By- 
ron, Shelley, Keats, etc.—they have come up 
with surprisingly few of the same nuggets: 
not more than a baker’s dozen of poems 
appear in both volumes, and we are sur- 
prised not to find among this dozen sore 
like Shelley's “To Night.” Inevitably, such 
superb gems as Byron's “She Walks in 
Beauty,” Wordsworth’s “Intimations of Im- 
mortality” and Keats’ “Ode to a Nightin- 
gale” appear in both, as no anthology is 
complete without them. 

Williams has included over 500 and has 
not limited himself to any special kind or 
length. He has arranged them in cate- 
gories in accordance with their emotional 
tenor or subject matter. It is pleasant to 
see that he does not despise nonsense verse 
bit has reserved a whole section for. “A 
Little Treasury of Jabberwocky,” rightly 
claiming that no anthology of English 
poetry is complete without these most 
characteristic, delightful exercises in hu- 
mor and frivolity. An unusual and wel- 
come feature of his volume is the inclusion 
of portraits of 64 of the poets represented. 

Not the least valuable feature of Spend- 


er's volume is his introduction in which 


he discourses learnedly upon the nature of 
romantic poetry and the criteria governing 
his selections.

‘American Reasons for a European Union 


T 


HERE are compelling practical reasons why this country is 
moving toward a policy of European union. It has become in- 
creasingly clear that there can be no German settlement except 


within a framework of European unity organized by the European 


neighbors of Germany. 


Simultaneously, it is becoming 


evident that the United States can- 
mot deal effectively with the im- 
pending financial crisis if it has 
to deal separately with the United 
Kingdom, France, Italy, and the 
western zones of Germany. 
„et work on the German settle- 
ment must be resumed in the au- 
tumn. The financial crisis will call 
for congressional action at the 
very latest early in 1948. For these 
two events of 
transcendent im- 
portance, it is ! 
now necessary to 
prepare by the 
clarification of 
ideas, the formu- 
lation of policy, 
the elaboration 
of plans and an 
immense amount 
ef consultation 
and preliminary 
negotiation. 

The formative 
dea in all of 

is bound to be not—as it has 

been—the unification of Germany, 


on the organization of a coalition. 


of “democracies” against the So- 
et Union, but the revival of Eu- 
rope through a developing union 
of, the nations of Europe. 
There are many reasons for the 
unification of Europe — some of 
h were restated last week by 
Churchill with all the pomp 
and circumstance of his grandest 
eloquence. But there are also 
specific American reasons, arrived 
at independently and empirically, 
for promoting unification in Eu- 


rope. 
More Than ‘Dole.’ 


The first has to do with the 
coming demand upon us—as the 
British loan and the various other 
credits and donations run out in 
the next few months—for a large 
contribution of new dollars to save 
Europe from collapse and to bring 
about that reconstruction which 
has thus far failed. 

This new American contribution 
will need to be large by post-war 
standards: the authorizations will 
need to be somewhere in the order 
of four to seven billions annually 
for at least two or three years. 

We may assume that Congress 
will not vote these authorizations, 
nor would the people approve 
them, if they are fo be; used to 
make doles to various govern- 
ments to tide them over for a lit- 
tle while longer. 

But if, under the leadership of 
the two principal European states 
-—Great Britain and France 
agreements can be reached which 
co-ordinate and rationalize the 
production plans, the export and 
import programs, and consolidate 
the dollar deficits of many Euro- 
pean countries, the position here 
would be quite different. 

„The American people would 
then feel that the contribution of 
new money would be an inveat- 


Europe, and that it offered a good 
prospect of political peace and of 
economic solvency. 

A second American reason has 
to do with the Germany problem. 
Here we now see what perhaps we 
did not see at Potsdam and even 
at Stuttgart, that the amputation 
of the eastern territories of Ger- 
many by the Soviet Union and 
Poland makes it impossible to re- 
store in the rest of Germany a 
unified national state go overned by 
national parties in a German leg- 
islature based on national elec- 
tions. 


The “Lost Provinces.” 


For if we agree to the political 
unification of -what remains of 
Germany, this amputated Ger- 
many must inevitably, will inexo- 
rably, have as its dominating pur- 
pose, as its own unifying principle, 
the recovery of the eastern terri- 
tories. No national party could 
have any other national objective. 

Such a Germany can never be 
peaceahle. For the lost provinces 
can only be recovered by violence 
—by war in which the Germans 
participate against Russia and 
Poland, or by a deal between Ber- 
lin. and Moscow for another par- 
tition of Poland. Logic, strategy, 
historic experience, and also the 
subterranean Communist propa- 
ganda in Germany, all lead to the 
conclusion that another Rapallo 
agreement, another ..Ribbentrop- 
Molotov pact, would be onstant 
possibility to threaten the peace of 
the world, 

So when Mr. Molotov accuses us 
of wishing to dismember Germany 
and of opposing the national uni- 
fication of Germany, our answer is 
that Germany has had a tremen- 
dous amputation, and that Ger- 
man unity cannot now be restored 
except by the partition of Poland. 


Danger to Poland. 


Therefore, though we would like 
to rectify the German-Polish fron- 
tier somewhat to make Germany 
more self-supporting, we want the 
frontier to be permanent after 
that. It cannot be permanent if. a 
partially united Germany is for- 
ever working behind the backs of 
the Poles, offering Moscow the 
tempting prospect of an alliance 
based on another partition of 
Poland. 

If Germany cannot be restored 
safely as a unified state, then 
there is no alternative but to do 
what.the French have always 
wanted, what in essence our gen- 
eral view of Germany has always 
required, what Mr. Churchill called 
for in his speech: to invite the 
‘various individual German 
states,” which are now being cre-

New York’s Anti-Discrimination Act

NDER Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, this state is experimenting with 
a new law that has the broadest political and social meaning. 
That is the Anti-Discrimination Act passed in 1945. It is aimed 


at religious and racial discrimination in employment. Even Dewey's 
Severest critics say that this law has already had a considerable 
effect in breaking down barriers that have kept Negroes out of 


many kinds of jobs, 

The New York Telephone Co., 
for example, is employing Negroes 
in jobs from which they were 
formerly excluded. Some of the 
arge banks in New York City 
have employed Negro tellers who 
were qualified. Slowly the old 
economic bar 
riers are giving 
way, and the 
new law is one 
of the important 
reasons.

chamber of the New York Legis- 
. lature. 

In 1944, Dewey made him chair- 
man of a commission to study the 
whole problem of discrimination. 
Tt is a peculiarly acute problem 
in this state. New York City is 
the most polyglot city in the 
world. The forces that beat 
against the barriers of discrim- 
ination in that vast Babylon are 
intense and very real. 


Process of Education. 


On the commission that set out 
fo examine the facts were eight 
“goembers of the Legislature—four 


Democrats and four Republicans. 
The commission of investigation 
is a familiar Dewey technique, and 
the Governor's practice is to make 
the political appointments to such 
commissions on a non-partisan 
basis. In addition to the Legis- 
lators, 15 additional members rep- 
resented various sides of the 
state's civic life. The vice-chair- 
man was Prof. Alvin S. Johnson, 
director of the New School for 
Social Research. 

After taking a mass of evidence, 
the commission got down to mak- 
ing recommendations. From the 
beginning it was Ives's belief that 
a punitive law, relying on fines 
and jail] sentences to get equal 
economic justice for all, was 
wrong. He believed that any last- 
ing change would have to come 
about through a process of educa- 
tion of which a law would be a 


Part. 
That ie the basis of the ap- 
h to discrimination under 
New York law. It provides 


‘misdemeanor penalties of fines 
and a year in jail. But thus far 
those penalties have not been in- 
voked. 

The permanent commission of 
five members created by the law 
has about 50 employes, Employers 
reluctant to. comply with the 
terms of the law get a visit from 
one of the commission's staff. The 


| threat of publicity has been effec- 
tive in some instances. 


No one claims, of course, that 
the law has ended discrimination 
overnight. No law could do that. 


Ives and others who framed the 
investigating commission's recom- 
| mendations clearly recognized that 
Va repressive law repressively ad- 
ministered might have an effect 


exactly opposite to that desired. 

But the law has brought 
changes. For example, the AFL 
Brotherhood of Railway and 
Steamship C'erks, at its recent 
convention, was forcod to change 
a provision of its constitution 
which had barred Negroes from 
the full rights of membership. In 
this state the union faced aboli- 
tion unless it granted all citizens 
equal rights without respect to 
race or creed. 


A National Issue. 


Repeatedly the un-American 
practice of discrimination is being 
challenged here in New York. No 


instance is more dramatic than 
that of Jackie Robinson of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers. Robinson is 
the first Negro to play in major 
league baseball. There are reports 
of an organized conspiracy to drive 
him out of baseball. Here New 
York’s Anti-Discrimination Act 
might function. 

In Washington, Senator Ives is 
one of the sponsors of a federal 
law aimed at discrimination which 
follows the New York pattern. 
As the Dewey team knows full 
well, this is a national issue al- 
most as much as it is an issue in 
this state.

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House and Senate Bills Result 
From Agriculture Depart- 
ment’s Policy on Potatoes. 


WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP)— 
Aroused by the destruction of sur- 
plus potatoes, Senator Edwin C. 
Johnson (Dem.), Colorado, and 
Representative Reid F. Murray 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, introduced bills 
yesterday to prohibit the Agricul- 
ture Department destroying any 
edible food. Murray’s bill would 
authorize the department to do- 
nate it to charitable and welfare 
institutions and agencies and to 
needy individuals. 

The House Rules Committee ap- 
proved a resolution today author- 
izing the House Agriculture Com- 


mittee to investigate the possibil- 
ity of eliminating the annual po- 
tato surplus by converting it into 
flour. 

The action came after Repre- 
sentative Shafer (Rep.), Michigan, 
asserted that $80,000,000 in Gov- 
ernment subsidy payments would 
have been saved if the 1946 sur- 
plus of More than 100,000,000 bush- 
els had been converted into flour. 


Both Johnson and Murray as- 
sailed the department’s destruction 
of surplus potatoes in Alabama, 


Representative Grant (Dem.), 
Alabama, who likewise called it 
“most deplorable,” announced that 
the Agriculture Department has 
igsued orders that kerosene is not 
to be poured upon any more po- 
tatoes dumped in Alabama. 

“The Agriculture Department 
usually renders such potatoes un- 


or,” Grant said, “This does not 
affect their food value, but pre- 
vents their sale by irresponsible 
persons through improper meth- 


tions of the country that surplus 
potatoes have been stolen from the 
Government and sold at cut-throat 
prices. Government authorities 
have endeavored to prevent this.” 


Grant said that glutted market 
conditions prevented sale of the 
highly perishable spring potatoes 
and that an embargo prevented 
their shipment to Canada. 


The department has acknowl- 
edged that Canadian potatoes were 
being sold in southern. states. It 
explained that consumers want 
top quality potatoes, both southern 
and Canadian grown, but “refuse 
to buy the small low grade po- 
tatoes,” As a result there are 
being destroyed for lack of market, 
it added, 


The government is required by 
law to support the price of po- 
tatoes and other major crops unitl 
the end of 1948 at a level not less 
than 90 per cent of parity by 
buying them itself if the price falls 
below the level. Parity is a figure 
designed to provide the grower 
with the same return, in terms of 
what he buys, as prevailed in a 
favorable period of the past, gen- 
ferally pre-World War I. 


TEXAS CITY BLAST PROPERTY 
DAMAGE SET AT $32,850,000 


NEW YORK, May 23 (AP)—An 
official report issued here yester- 
day on the Texas City (Tex.) dis- 


at $32,850,000 and said 433 bodies 
had been recovered with 135 per- 
sons still missing. The report was 


issued by the Fire Prevention and 


Engineering Bureau of Texas and 


the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers. 

The report said the $32,850,000 
damage estimate included loss to 
industrial property of $28,100,000 
plus an additional $4,750,000 dam- 
age to dwellings and contents, 
mercantile buildings and stocks, 
automobiles and city and school 
property.

MUNICH, Germany, May 23 
(AP)—Adm, Walter Wilhelm Ca- 
naris and Gen. Hans Oster, leaders 
among the Germans who engi- 
neerd the famous General Head- 
uarters bomb plot against Adolf 

itler’s life, were executed only a 
few days before Allied forces lib- 
erated the concentration camp 
where they were held in chains, 
according to one of their asso- 
ciates. 

It had been supposed generally 
that the Greek-blooded Canaris, 
chief of the German Army’s coun- 
ter-espionage section and leader 
of a military clique that plotted 
against Hitlere from the time the 
Fuehrer first rose to power, paid 
with his life almost immediately 


opposition to Hitler’s ruthlessness 
and his final attempt to change 
the course of German history by 
means of a disguised bomb were 
divulged during the . Nuernberg 
war crimes trial. 

But the best source of informa- 
tion has disappeared, 

It has been determined, Mueller 
says, that Ernst Kaltenbrunner, 
the feared Gestapo chief who was 
hanged for war crimes after his 
conviction by the International 
Military Tribunal, once was in pos- 
session of Canaris’s diary which 
might have explained much about 
the operations of the German un- 
derground opposition to Hitler. 

altenbrunner went to the gal- 
lows without saying what hap- 
pened to the diary. 


after the “briefcase” bomb ex- 
ploded within a few feet of Hitler 
in Rastenburg July 20, 1944. 

Josef Mueller, German political 
leader and intelligence service as- 
sociate of Canaris, says, however, 
that Canaris ard Oster were kept 
alive by the Gestapo, continually 
fettered and frequently tortured, 
for more than nine months. 

Theri, he adds, they were hanged 
—nude as a final indignity—on 
April 8, 1945, when the Allies had 
approached so close to the Flos- 
senburg concentration camp» that 
the booming of their guns could 
be heard, 


Escaped the Gallows. 


Mueller, also imprisbned on sus- 
icion of participating in the 

mo plot and subjected to the 
same brutal treatment as Canaris 
and Oster, said the Gestapo 
marched him to the gallows three 
times to remind him about his 
future fate, but always returned 
him to his cell, Before the final, 
one-way trip, however, all the ter- 
rified Gestapo camp authorities 


fled before the Allied approach 


and he was free 

~Canaris, he said, was held first 
in Gestapo headquarters in Berlin 
and later in Flossenburg, always 
in chains and subjected to in- 
human treatment, ostensibly to 
force him to divulge details of 
the thwarted assassination of 
Hitler. 

“But he never told them a 
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thing,” Mueller says. 

Oster, he added, looked down 
on the torturers from a Gener- 
al's level of scorn. 

A guard broke Canaris’s nose 
with a blow one time and on an- 
other occasion he was forced to, 
scrub floors as a Gestapo agent 
taunted him: 

Tou never thought, you simple 
old sailor, that you would swab 
the deck, did you!” 

When Canaris sensed his execu- 
tion was imminent, he tapped out 
a message in Morse code with his 
fingers on wall of his cell. 
hoped one of the hearers would be 
able, some time, to carry the mes- 
sage to his wife. He tapped, sim- 


ply: 

“I have done what is right by 
my „ for my country.“ 

Mueller eventually bore the la- 
conc farewell to Frau Canaris, 
now living in Munich. 

The full story of the bomb plot 
never has been told, nor has Ca- 
naris’s history as a high ranking 
officer in the Reich's armed forces 
ever been traced from the begin- 
ning in full detail.

California Lawmakers , 
Push Bills to Return 
‘Breakage’ to Bettors 


SACRAMENTO, May 23 (UP)— 
Bills returning the “breakage” on 
race track bets to the public and 
rearranging the “take” allowed 
the tracks were recommended for 
passage today by the Public 
Morals Committee of the Califor- 
nia Assembly. : 

Breakage is the odd cents up to 
5 cents on each dollar in betting 
pools. It is now kept by the 
tracks. The Senate Governmental 
Efficiency Committee has voted to 
put some breakage in a fund for 
agricultural schools in state col- 
leges. 

To offset the track loss of 
breakage, the Assembly bill would 
allow tracks to take 9 instead of 
8 per cent of bets up to $25,000,- 
000 for any meeting. 

The committee also voted to cut 
the track take on betting handles 
of more than $80,000,000 from 7 
to 6 per cent and on amounts over 
$50,000,000 from 7 to 5 per cent. 
Santa Anita and Hollywood Park 
would be the only tracks affected. 
The committee approved a bill 
to exempt “Charity day” race 
meeting income from federal 
taxes, at a saving of about §1,- 
000,000 to the charities of the

In Old Vienna | 


ILMS of past years take precedence over new ones this 
week with four revivals at the major theaters. Best of 
the four is “THE GREAT WALTZ” at LOEW'S STATE 
Theater, a lilting romance of old Vienna featuring three play- 
ers who have since disappeared from, the 
tsereen scene, Fernand Gravet, Luise Rainer er, 
and Miliza Kor jus. Based on “the spirit of 
his music” rather ‘than actual facts in the 
life of Johann Strauss the younger, it man- 
ages to capture a great deal of what we think 
of as the spirit of carefree pre-war Vienna, 
where musicians would rather play than eat 

and the citizenry would rather dance than work. 


The story tells how Strauss, portrayed by Gravet, fired as 
a bank clerk, forms an orchestra to play his music, is first 
encouraged, then ridiculed by a famous opera singer, played 
by Mila Korjus. He marries his bakery maid sweetheart, 
Luise Rainer, later discovers that it is the singer he really 
loves; the working out of the triangle forms the @najor plot 
interest since his musical success is never much in doubt, The 
music throughout the film is a delight, especially for waltz 
lovers, and includes “The Blue Danube Waltz,” “Tales of the 


Vienna Woods,” the ballet music from “Die Fledermaus,“ and 


much more Strauss music. 


“UNDERCOVER MAISIE,” second at the LOEW'S STATE, 
is another amusing, amazing adventure for the perennial 
heroine who, this time, dons a black wig and gets mixed up 
with gangsters trying to fleece G.I.s out of their money. 


Mother Knows Best 


AT the FOX Theater, “STELLA DALLAS,” that sobby saga 
of mother love, first made as a silent film in 1925 and in the 
version now being revived in 1937, has Barbara Stanwyck as 
the brassy heroine with a heart of gold who gives up her 

daughter for the girl's own good. The fa- 
miliar plot tells how a girl from the wrong 
side of the tracks captures her dream man, 
handsome and slightly wooden John Boles, 
an impoverished but impeccable gentleman. 
They have a daughter, played in the teen 
scenes by Anne Shirley, but Stella's blowzy 
ways alienate her husband and he goes back 
to his first love, now conveniently widowed and wealthy. When 
Stella realizes that her lack of the social graces is hampering 
her daughter's happiness, she gives her up to the father. 

Written in the trusting twenties when the best thing a 
mother could give her daughter was a solid gold standard, the 
plot seems improbable now. Perhaps in this day of the make- 
yourself-over success course, po mother would continue wear- 
ing too much make-up and marabou, or perhaps today’s self 
reliant teen-ager would have psychoanalyzed the entire case 
for herself. But despite the melodramatics, including that 
famous scene in which Stella stands in the rain gazing into 
a Fifth avenue mansion at her daughter's wedding, the acting 
of Barbara Stanwyck and Alan Hale, as her well meaning 
alcoholic suitor, are still good, and the film is still a four 
handkerchief one, the kind that has the women in the powder 
room studiously and kindly avoiding each others’ reddened 
eyes. 

“COME AND GET IT,” « 1936 revival, second on the bill, 
tells how Edward Arnold became a lumber baron through his 
ability and by marrying the boss’ daughter. In his ruthless 
path he breaks the heart of a cabaret singer, later tries to 
recapture his lost youth through her daughter only to lose her 
to his own son. Joel McCrea plays the son and Frances 
Farmer plays a dual role as mother and daughter in a way 
that causes regret that she is no longer on the acting scene. 
There are some excellent logging scenes, a good singing scene— 
“Ora Lee” is the song, and a spirited satisfying brawl.

They are “CHEYENNE,” a drame of the Northwest in 1872, 
with Dennis Morgan and Jane Wyman, and “WEB OF DAN.

Tyrone Power, Don Ameche, and Jack Haley, 
and a singer, Alice Faye, whose careers start 
on the Barbary Coast in 1911 and end in 
Carnegie Hall in 1938. But more important 
than their romantic,and professional ups and 
downs are the 27 Irving Berlin songs, ranging 
from “What'll I Do?” and “Remember” to 
“Oh, How I Hate to Get Up in the Morning,” 
and the title song.

HYDE PARK, Thursday. 

HE dogwood just now is at its 

most beautiful. Looking out 

from the porch of the cottage 
which my husband built and which 
he always tried to visit in dog- 
wood time, it is simply breath-tak- 
ing to see the brilliant color of 
the azaleas near the house, with 
the sea of white dogwood all 
around.

Information on Shellac. . 
EING a researcher at heart, 
we dug down into the subject 
of shellac and came up with 

these facts that some day may be 
of vital interest to you. 

_ Shellac is made of gum ob- 
tained from a singularly stupid 
little insect that can be found in 


the Fer East. This gum is dis- 
solved in denatured alcohol and 
you end up with shellac. Good 
quality shellac contains four 


pounds of gum to one gallon of 


alcohol and the mixture is thus 
called a “four pound cut.” You'll, 
probably have to thin it a little 
for most jobs and that’s easily 
done with more denatured alcohol. 
Use denatured alcohol for remov- 
ing old shellac and for cleaning 
shellac brushes, but don’t drink it. 

Shellac comes in two colors, 
orange and white. It dries in a 
great hurry and you want to apply 
it with a full brush. When dry, 


shellac has a semi-gloss, is dis- 


colored by water and can be 
scratched rather easily. 

It seems that some people make 
shellac and forget to use the gum 
and the denatured alcohol. We 
don't know exactly what this 
product is but it certainly ſon't 
the shellac we knew as a boy. If 
you are in the market for genuine 
shellac, read the label on the 
bottle carefully before putting 
down any money.

Tallest Church in the World 


In Reading ‘Tip of Chicago Temple's 14Foot Cross Is 568 Feet Above Street Level

‘CHICAGO, May 23. 

S anyone who has ever occu- 
A pied a Loop hotel room on 

Sunday morning can tell you, 
one of the easiest landmarks to 
find hereabouts is the top of the 
Chicago Temple First Methodist 
Church. 

The bottom of it is a little more 
obscure and some people who have” 
lived in Chicago for years have 
never consciously seen the Gothic 
church door surrounded by haber- 
dashery and jewelry stores amid 
the metropolitan uproar at Wash- 
ington and Clark. 

In several respects the First 
Methodist is a unique house of 
worship. It claims to be the oldest 
church in Chicago, having removed 
to its present site in 1833 from a 
previous location where the Mer- 
chandise Mart now stands, Its 
building them was a tiny log cabin 
which “was floated across the then- 
normally-directed river on a raft. 
This claim to antiquity is some- 
times challenged by the Presby- 
terians but the Methodists support 
their argument on grounds that 
in those days they invited the 
Presbyterians to share a building 
they already possessed. We are 
not trying to start an argument. 

It is the tallest church in the 
world, surpassing by more than 
100 feet the monumental dome and 
cross of St. Peters in Rome. By 
a smaller but nonetheless appre- 
ciable margin it tops the great 
cathedral of Cologne in Germany. 
The tip-top int of the 14-foot 
cross over First Methodist soars 
568 feet above the Clark streetcar 
tracks, well beyond the ceiling of 
the Loop’s most airminded pigeons. 

It is one of the world's few win- 
dqwiess churches. Its sanctuary 
on the ground floor, just a few 
steps away from Clark’s noisy 
bustle, is completely inclosed and 
air-conditioned, Technically, it is 
a marvel of modernity with house 
lights dramatically dimmed or 
brightened by pushbuttons at the 
pastor’s fingertips, acoustics which 
dramatize and strengthen the min- 
isterial voice and soften the tem- 
poral clamor of the street, and a 
gigantic, completely concealed 
6300-pipe organ some of whose 
pipes are four stories high. 8 

Still, one way and another, there 
is a feeling that no church is quite 
complete without windows. 
project, now in the stage of con- 
templation, envisions a great 
stained-glass window above the 
altar.

It is a successful church, which 
is somehow surprising considering 
how deserted the normally’ up- 
roarious Loop seems on Sunday 
mornings.

Indeed, its location, as Pastor 
Goff himself will tell you, has 
sometimes. évoked plaintive wails 
from us ordinary sinners ta whom, 


second floor through complex elec- 
trical circuits and parchment rolls 
containing six hymns each. From 
the control board the chimes can- 
not be heard—although outside 
the building they are audible three 
miles on a quiet day—and the 
operator can only tell by signal 
lamps that the chimes ate ringing 
far above. 

First Methodist is the, sole sur- 
vivor of about 40 churches that, 
at one time or another, were lo- 
cated in what is now the Loop. 
Most of them moved away after 
the fire in 1871 or during the sub- 
sequent period when what are now 
blighted districts were the sub- 
stantial residental suburbs of a 
growing city. ° 

These days the church is thor- 
oughly urban. Pastor Charles 
Goff came originally from the 
Iowa village of Dallas. But he 
finds that h likes big towns, espe- 
cially the middle of them and most 
especially the middle of Chicago. 
He likes the color and activity and 
he feels a special kinship with 
the people who find themselves in 
the center of big cities on Sun- 
day mornings. At present he lives 
in a thirty-fifth floor apartment 
‘inside the Loop and plans a par- 
sonage some day inside the spire 
of Chicago Temple itself. 

That program was probabl@? de- 
layed by the necessity last year of 
spending $180,000 to rebuild and 
repair the Gothic buttresses of 
the towering spire which were 
found to be somewhat deteriorated 
and in some danger of falling off 
in chunks onto the heads of sin- 
ners 400 feet below.

M working on a method of 
solidifying mercury so it'll stay 
put at 70 degrees in my ther- 
mometer.

ITH some unGerstanding of 
the nature of French arti- 
chokes, homemakers can 
[cook and serve this vegetable 
with just as much sophistication 
las the big hotel chefs.

HIS is a word with satisfac- 
T tions for the “old-fashioned,” 

those who lack respect for the 
teen-ager’s values of the smart, 
the chie, the last word!
